Arrested Quick. 


John Bobinson, a colored young man, 


eame|to;Deoarnr on an early train this mor- 
ning, and before 10 o'clock he waa behind 
the bars in the county jail, with a charge 
of burglary and laroeny preferred against 
him. It appears that John entered the 
stable ot "Kit Carson" in the second ward 
and stole a pair of skates which he tried 
to sell to a son of John A Brockway. The 
boy didn't want to buy, but knowing the 
skates he notified "Kit1' who started out 
hunting for the negro. He found him 
near the court house with the skates un- 
der his arm. Deputy Mauzy was informed 
ot the facts, and he got Constable Harris 
to arrest Bobinson who was taken before 
Justice Lowry. The prisoner pleaded 
not guilty, but couldn't account for hav- 
ing the skates in his possession which 
"Kit" identified as bis property. The 
examination was continued to June 2d, 
and Bobinson went to jail in default ot 
bail in the sum of 8100. 


ORIGIN OF "DEOOltATION DAY." 


Mra. Snrnb Nichols Evans, who died 


receutly m Des Moines.Ia, was oceot the 
four Indies with whom the observance of 
Decoration Day originated. On the 13th 
ot April, 1862, jast one year after the tall 
ot Foit Sumter, Mrs. Evans, with the 
wife aud two daughters of CLmplam May, 
of tue Second Reeiment, Michigan Vol- 
unteers, decorated the graves of a consid- 
mable number of soldiers buried on Ar- 
lington Heights. In May of the next 
yenr tho same ladies performed tbe ser- 
vice again at tbe same place. In May of 
the >enr following, they rendered the 
same sadly pleasuut attention to the 
graves of soldiers buried at Fredericks- 
bnrg. In 1874 congress took notice ot a 
ceromouinl so significant ot the Nation s 
obligation to the dead, and made the *Jth 
day of May a legal holiday. It was be- 
coming, after such a record, that Mrs. tv- 
nus should have a formal recognition by 
the Grand Army. This was given her by 
Crocker Post, No. 12, Des Momes, Febru- 
ary, 1873, the same recognition being ex- 
teudcd to Miss Ella May, now the only 
suivivorot the four, a few months later.

A VERY general desire £B expressed

Miles Uiiilci- the Sea. 


Many cnrioub iorms of fishes bavt; 


recently been found in tbo deep aea. 
One liib, dredged irom a depth of nearly 
threu miles from tho surface, bhows a 
complete modilicution of structure. At 
this distance from tho surface the press- 
ure ran hardly be realized. It is esti- 
mated that this fish has to contend 
uo-ainst a pressure equal to two and one- 
half tons to every square inch of surface. 
A scaled glass tube, inclosed in a per- 
forated eopper 
covering has at two 


miles been reduced to f'mo powder. 
while the metal was twisted out of _suapc. 
Yet, the tishes are eo constructed that 
they withstand tho' pressure. Their 
bony und muscular systems arc not fully 
doveloprKi; the bones 
are permeated 


with pores nnd tissures. The calcareous 
matter is nt a miuimum, and the bones 
of tho vertebrate are joined together t>o 
loosury that in lifting the larger fishes 
out ot the water they often fall apart. 
The mubcles are all thin, and the con- 
nective tissue seems almost wanting. 
Yet, these fishes ave able to dart about 
and capture prey- 


Sunlight penetrates only about 1,200 


feet below tho surface of the sen. 
At 


8,000 feet the temperature lowers to 40" 
I'ahr., and from about a mile from the 
surface to tho bottom, four or live miles, 
the tempcratiue is about the baou 
tho world over—just above freezing. 
How do tho fishes and other forms that 
live here see'-* 
' Their eyes nro modified as well as 
their other parts. The lishes that live 
600 feet from tlio surface have larger 
eyes th:m those in the zone above Ux:in, 
eo that they can absorb tlio faJnt rnyfc 
that reach them. 
In a- zone below this 


many forms with small eyes begin to 
have curious tentacles, feelers, or or- 
gans of touch. 
Many of theso deep sea fishes have 


special organs upon their sides and 
heads that uro known to possess a 
luminous quality. Other organs are 
considered accessory eyes, so that tho 
lishes have rows of eyes upon their ven- 
tral surfaces looking downward, while- 
near are luminous spots that provide 
.them -uilh light. 


One ol the largest of these deep sea 


torch bearers is a lish six tcct long, 
with a tall dorsal I'm extending nearly 
tho entire length ot tho body. The tips 
of this h'u are luminous, and also a 
broad patch upon its head. 
Along the 


sides ol tho body arc a double row ot 
luminous spots. 
Ono of tbo most ferocious of tliebo 


deep ioa forms K tho Chanlioihis 
Its 


mouth is fairly ovcrHow ing with teeth 
that piotrudc i'n amo<-t forbiddingnian- 
jicr. The fins aic all tippod with flam- 
ing spots, while along the dorsal sur- 
tace extends a row of spots that appear 
like so many windows iu iho llsh, 
through which light is shining. 


The little lishes called Bombay ducks 


arc luminous over their entire surface, 
and 
when 
numbers 
are collected 


together they present an astonishing 
spectacle. 
One of the most interesting 


of these light givers is the Chiasmodus, 
a lislf that attains a length of only thir- 
teen inches. Tho top ol its boa«l is the 
principal light-giving organ, and its fmo 
gleam with phosphorescent light It is 
not alone remarkable as a light-giver. 
It, has a jaw so arranged that it can 
sci'/c lish twice its size and easily swal- 
low them. Its stomach has the elastic 
fjuality of India rubber. It stretchc* 
to enormous proportions, nnd appears 
like u great transparent balloon hanging 
under tlio iibh and containing its picy. 


The last expedition sent out by Franco 


brought to light some remarkable 
forms. The dn-dge oil Morocco brought 
up from ,v depth 01 over one and a half 
miles tv lish that appeared to be all head 
ov mouth. It was of small sue, and 
the length of the mouth was about four- 
fifths o? the entire body; co (hut, if the 
body had been severed behind the head, 
it nnd two or threo like it could have 
been stowed away in the capacious pouch. 
It probably moves very slowly, .scooping 
mud nud oV//,o into its mouth, sifting out 
the animal parts and rejecting the rest.
